Proposed 1-93 interchange 
6 or 7 years off — Miceli 


To be realistic, Rep. James Miceli 
told the Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce on December 6, the pro- 
blem of an interchange for Wilm. 
ington, Andover and Tewksbury on 
Route 93 will not be solved for about 
six or seven years. The key to the 
problem is that it involves decisions 
by both the state and Federal 
government 

‘The town managers of Wilmington 
Andover met recently with State 
Department of Public Works (DPW) 
Commissioner Robert T. Tierney 
about the problem.

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The Harnden Tradition — Part III 


Indians killed four in the ‘Harnden Massacre’ 


Copyright 1983 
by Capt. Larz Neilson 
Sixteen ninety-nine is the year in 
which, according to the Harnden 
Tradition, Capt. William Kidd went 
through Reading, to the Land of 
Nod. to bury treasure. It was the last 
year of the 17th Century, There had 
been wars between Britain and 
France in that century, and the Col: 
onials of both countries had taken 

part 

The 18h Century brought more 
wars, The first was known in Europe 
as The War of the Spanish Succ 
sion. It was fought to determine who* 
would inherit the throne of that 
unhappy country 

The reigning queen in Britian at 
that time was Anne, the last of the 
Stuart family to possess the British 
crown. In the Colonial provinces the 
war was called Queen Anne’s War 

John and Benjamin Harnden, 
brothers, and their families lived in 
the northern part of Reading, easter: 
ly of the common boundary with 
Woburn. Both were farmers. John 
was a deacon in the Reading church, 
which was located on the southerly 
shores of Lake Quannipowitt. Today 
that pond is in Wakefield 

Benjamin lived in his father's 
home 

It is recorded that Benjamin one 
day had business in Woburn and 


traveled down the Andover Road to 
that town, The return was at night 
He was possibly riding horseback 
He was also possibly driving an ox. 
cart 

In any event Benjamin killed an 
Indian squaw who was lying drink in 
the road. She was struck by the 
horse's hoof, or run over by the 
wheel of the oxcart 

The death was of course acciden 
tal. It occured on the shores of a 
small pond, known for over 200 years 
after that as Squaw Pond. That pond 
was in the present day Wilmington, 
but within a short distance of the 
Woburn line. When Main Street was 
reconstructed in 1927 the pond was 
filled in. The area is now the front of 
the garage belonging to Mel 
Southmayd 

‘The death of the Indian woman did 
not cause much excitement, it 
seems, but it was due to be avenged. 
The revenge occured on a night 
when John Harnden was at the 
church (in today’s Wakefield) on 
church business. 

Eaton's account, a Reading 
history, can be quoted. it appears 
under the date of 1706. 

‘This year, five Indians from a 
party who had attacked Dunstable 
ventured down to this town, and sur. 
prised and attacked the family of 
John Harnden, who occupied a lone 


ly cottage that was situated in what 
was then the northwesterly part of 
Reading, but which, at the incor: 
poration of the town of Wilmington 
in 1730, was included within the 
bounds of that town. 

“It is said that the cottage, long 
since gone, stood some 60 or 70 rods 
southerly of the house now or recent 
ly occupied by Jonathan Harnden, of 
Wilmington, in a pasture, wheré the 
cellar and well may still be seen, 
near a large rock, since called In: 
dian Rock 

“The attack was made in the 
night-time; Mr. Harnden himself, it 
is said, was absent, leaving his wife 
and eight children at home. The In 
dians descended through the roof of 
the house (it was a low house) and 
killed Mrs. Harnden and three 
children and carried away the rest 
but the children were recovered by 
pursuers. They left the house s 
ding. It was afterward occupied by 
French family by the name of 
Labador, whose business it was to 
Pick to pieces old clothes and make 
them into new. They wore wooden 
shoes 

One can always get into 
arguments about the family of John 
Harnden and the massacre. One fact 
stands out. It was a planned raid 
There was nothing haphazard. The

The 
home was that which was identified 
as a Gowing house by the Rev. Mr 
Noyes of Wilmington in 1880. It was 
burned down by the state, as a part 
of the process of clearing land for In 
terstate in the 1950s. 

Which family, John or Benjamin, 
lived in which home is open to 
dispute. As a guess, the second home 
was built earlier than Mr. Noyes 
reported, for one or the other family 

And the four sons of John, one of 
the children who hid behind Indian 
Rock, were to play a big part in 
Wilmington’s history of the 
American Revolution. They seem to 
have been born in the home of

bout the color of cocoa powder before you add 
milk, a bulky panel of precast concrete is hoisted 
slowly off its berth on a flatbed trailer 

On slender steel cables it rises higher and higher into 
the afternoon fog until, finally, it reaches the 38th floor. 
Hands reach out to guide it into place on the western face 
of the Marriott Hotel, like a missing piece of a huge jig 
saw puzzle. 

Thus does the Marriott, the next-to-last major section 
of Copley Placé, take shape. Only a glass-enclosed, cli 
mate-controlled pedestrian bridge over the street linking 
Copley Place with the neighboring Prudential Center re- 
mains to be built by early 1984. 

It’s all an impressive feat of engineering, but hardly 
anyone stops to watch anymore. The Marriott is 70 
percent finished, and for most Bostonians the novelty of 
new construction in their midst has long since worn off. 
‘They wait now for the glittering grand opening of Copley 
Place next February. 

If Copley Place were alone, it would be enough to 
change the face of this city. At 91 acres-along the south. 
er edge of Back Bay, it will feature the Marriott and one 
other high-rise hotel, the Westin, a shopping center, of 
fice complex, 100 apartment units, and three parking 
garages. 

But Copley Place isn’t alone. It is only one of five ma- 
jor new construction projects rising in Back Bay, with 
still more on the drawing boards. Most of these are — or 
roughfare, Boylston Street. 
, that is enough to raise fears that their 

once-placid neighborhood of mostly small businesses 

and residences is steadily becoming another Manhattan. 
“We don't think Copley Place is too much,” says 

Elliou Laffer, president of the Neighborhood Association 

of the Back Bay, believed to be the largest residents 

group in the city. He pauses to spread butter on a break 
fast bagel and adds: "There is subsequent development, 
though, that may be.

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Once a tidal estuary, Back Bay was landfilled in the 
1800s. Pilings must be driven down to bedrock before 
anything can be built here. Early buildings rest atop 
wooden pilings that, as long as they remain in contact 
with wet soil, should remain solid. But in some cases a 
lowered water table under the neighborhood has allowed 
air to reach the pilings, causing rot. Parts of some histori- 
cally important buildings have cracked or sunk. 

Constant monitoring of the water table now is stan- 
dard procedure in new developments. When too much 
water is displaced by new construction, more must be 
pumped beck Sis the affected site. 

n Hyslop, manager of development for the Chi- 
cago-based Urban re dah Development Com- 
pany, the driving force behind Copley Place, says that 
the land itself was basically worthless. “We had to create 
a whole new Piece of real estate that was buildable, 
adds. “Just putting in foundations was a nightmare.”” 

Every time a new piling was driven, Mr. Hyslop says, 
the one beside it would “bounce.” 

‘There are some who also worry about the extra bur- 
den that new construction may be placing on the city’s 
aging water-delivery and sewer systems. And the neigh- 
borhood has experienced some significant electrical 
blackouts in recent years. 


Other concerns: maintaining compatibility with the 
current mix of building sizes and architectural styles. 

Two decades ago, no building in the city was more 
than 26 stories high. Now, the John Hancock and Pru- 
dential towers are both well in excess of 50 stories. The 
two hotels in Copley Place — Marriott and Westin — are 
39 and 36 stories, respectively. The Marriott‘will be the 
tallest hotel in Boston. 

Still another major project is the expansion of Hynes

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‘Power of Tsarist 
proportions’ wins 
detective case 
for town manager 


The town manager and the select 
men have won a case brought by the 
chief of police over the appointment 
of detectives. 

The decision, written by Associate 
Justice George Cashman of the Mid: 
dlesex Superior Court 
acknowledges power “of Tsarist 
proportions” on the part of the town 
manager. The judge also said that 
the chief of police has no statutory 
powers in the administration of the 
department, since the town has 
never accepted permissive legisla 
tion known as ¢.41, 5.97 or 97A 

The case was initiated in 
September by Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart after Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski appointed John Ritchie. 

d Daniel Ballou, Sr. as detectives 
The position of detective is not 
covered by Civil Service, and 
Stewart maintained that it was a job 
assignment within his power 

The town manager's defense was 
the Town Manager Act, which 
serves as the town charter. 

In his decision, Judge Cashman 
upheld the town manager's conten: 
tion, while making some comments 
on the range of power of that posi 
tion 

The last sentence of section 5 

would appear to give broad and 
sweeping powers of Tsarist propor 
tions to the individual holding the ti 
tle of Town Manager,” Judge 
Cashman wrote. That sentence gives 
the manager power to assume the 
duties of any office he thorized 
to fill by appointment 


The judge called the range of 


uthority in section 12-12a, which 
outlines the powers and duties of the 
manager, “startling and awesome 

sufficiently so as to make an in. 
dividual who is hungry for power en 
vious al its reach 

Chief Stewart has said he will pro 
bably appeal the case, He said that 
he did not feel that the court 
answered the issue of custom and 
usa 

Stewart had eliminated all 
specialists, including detectives, as 
a budgetary measure in 1981, to 
meet the limits of Prop. 24». ‘The 
men were returned to regular of. 
ficers' duty, thus eliminating signifi 
cant amounts of overtime formerly 
heeded to staff the regular shifts. As 
time went on, he gradually reap. 
pointed specialists, often with the 
men who had previously held the 
positions. In the detective bureau, he 
appointed different men, , Officers 
Michael Celata and Mark Jepson, in- 
stead of Ritchie and Ballou. Celata 
and Jepson have been on "tem: 
porary” assignment for nearly two 

rs. Meanwhile, Ballou has been 

on an extended sick leave 
undergoing hip surgery. Ritchie has 
recently been an acting sergeant 
When Stapezynski appointed them 
as detectives, it was provisional on 
their return to regular duty.

Capt. John Harnden lived in ‘Gowing house’

On the morning of August 3, 1958 
the people of North Wilmington were 
treated to a spectacular blaze. The 
Wilmington Fire Department had 
set fire to an old farmhouse at the 
easterly end of High Street. It was 
across the street, on the old Andover 
Road, now called Woburn Street 

‘That farmhouse was directly in 
the way of the new Interstate 93, 
then being constructed. It had to be 
removed or burned. Burning was the 
‘easiest way. None of those who were 
somewhat aware of Wilmington's 
historical background on that day 
realized that this was the home 
which had probably housed Capt. 
John Harnden, of Concord and 
Bunker Hill fame. There was, conse- 
quently, no protest 

For those who cared about local 
history it had been for years the pro- 
perty of Herbert C. Barrows, he who 
owned and operated the North Wilm: 
ington Nurseries, on some 70 or 80 
acres of land. He had bought the pro- 
perty in the early 1900s from Jacob 
Manning (or his estate). Jacob was 
familiarly called Jake, and he had a 
nursery in Reading of which he had 
been proud. The North Wilmington 
property was an adjunct to his 
business. 

‘The Manning family lived in 
Wilmington for many years, since 
about 1820, Prior to that they lived in 
Tewksbury. The first Manning built 
a home in Billerica in 1695, which is 
now called the Manning Manse, a 
popular restaurant. Just when Jake 
bought the North Wilmington 
Nurseries, as it was later called is 
unknown. It seems to have been 
after 1880. 

In 1880, the Rev. Daniel P. Noyes 
delivered his ‘‘Historical 
Addresses," on the occasion of the 
150th anniversary of the town of 
Wilmington. Those addresses were 
later printed, by order of the town, a 
fact which seems to vouchsafe their 
historical authenticity. Unfortunate: 
ly this is not entirely true. 

Speaking of the building in ques 
tion, the Rev. Mr. Noyes said “The 
house now in the hands of Samuel 
Gowing was built by Joseph Harn: 
den, less than 100 years ago.” 

Mr. Noyes was. an outstanding 
speaker. He had been pastor of the 
Congregational Church for only 
three years. He had not had the op- 
portunity to really study the subject 
‘on which he spoke, back in 1880. 
There were several errors with 
respect to the house which was burn: 
ed August 3, 1958. 

“Less than 100 years ago,"” meant 
after 1780. Joseph Harnden was a 
soldier of the American Revolution. 
He died in the "Cambridge Lines" 
(seige of Boston) on Dec. 24, 1775. 
His gravestone is in the old 
cemetery, adjacent to the Congrega 
tional Church. 

Joseph was one of four brothers 
who took part in the events of the 
American Revolution. They were 
sons of John and Mary (Jaquith) 
Harnden, Joseph born in 1736, John 
1738, Joshua 1740 and Benjamin 1744 
Their father was John, he who was, 
as a boy one hid behind Indian Rock 
during the Harnden Massacre. 

‘There were many trees around the 
old home, planted over the years by 
Herb Barrows or Jake Manning. It 


was, as a consequence, hidden. A 
family named Lopaus lived in it for 
years, tenants of Mr. Barrows. 

The night before the fire the 
writer, for the first time, was able to 
see the inside of that home. It had 
been stripped bare. Combustibles 
were lying about ready for the fire 
the next day. 

The lumber in the walls and on the 
floor was pine. None of it less than 12 
inches wide. Up in the attic was 
painted, on the walls, a date which 
was probably significant 

It was with black paint, crudely 
done. The date was 1762. 

Someone, it seemed, had painted 
that date in that year. 

Wilmingtone-people who were 
historically minded had conducted a 
desultory, but fruitless search for a 
record of the home of John Harnden, 
after the Harnden Massacre. One 
was probably built, about 1706 or 
1707. Of course every one knew 
where it was at that time. But no one 
bothered to write the information in 
any record that was preserved, 
either in Reading or Wilmington. 

John had, for a short time, un- 
doubtedly lived with his brother 
Benjamin, in the Richard Harnden 
house, on’ the top of the hill. Ben- 
jamin had married in 1691, Mary — 
of Reading. There were five 
children, Elizabeth 1692, Hannah 
1694, Benjamin 1696-7, and Richard 
and Samuel, twins, in 1699. 

Elizabeth in 1715 married Levi 
Preston of Killington Connecticut 
‘The couple then moved to that town 
Hannah in 1713 married Stephen 
Wright of Woburn. The younger Ben- 
jamin lived with his parents until 
1722, when he married Joanna Dale 
of Woburn. The couple lived in 
Goshen (Woburn) across the street 
from Capt. Samuel Walker, where 
Stanley Webber now lives on Main 
Street, Wilmington. 

Richard and Samuel, twins, serv: 
ed in Capt. Heath's company of the 
Regiment of Sir Charles Hobby. This 
was sometime after Queen Anne's 
War. Eaton, the Reading historian, 
relates that 46 men from Reading 
served in that regiment, and this 
under the date of 1711. Obviously 
that was the beginning date. The 
record was probably until about 
1725, for Samuel as a sergeant, serv- 
ed at Port Royal in Nova Scotia. He 
probably was not a sergeant when he 
was 12 years old. 

‘To carry on the record of the Ben: 
jamin Harnden family, Samuel is 
recorded as living in Wilmington in 
1739, for in that year he is twice 
recorded as “taking up” stray 
animals, one a “red ox, white in col- 
or” with both ears cropt, and the 
other a black mare. In that same 
year he moved to Killingly Connec 
ticut, where his sister lived. He mar- 
ried a girl named Mary 

Richard, the other twin, disap- 
pears from the records after he 
enlisted in the regiment under Capt 
Heath in 1725. Possibly he moved to 
what is now the State of Maine, or 
elsewhere. 

The record on Samuel is confus: 
ing. 

He seems to have been married, 
while a resident of Reading in 1729 
His wife was Mary. The children 
were Samuel 1731, Elizabeth 1733, 
Susanne 1735, William 1736 and 
Sarah 1739 


It could have been that the 
emigration to Killington, Connec- 
ticut in 1739 involved a whole family 

Benjamin Harnden (the father) 
married a second time, in Andover 
in 1710 to Elizabeth Holt 

There were two children, Suzanne, 
born in 1712. She died unmarried in 
1735. Barachius, born in 1713, mar- 
ried Sarah — in Wilmington, 1733. 

Benjamin and John, together took 
an active part in the Town of 
Reading in the years between the 
massacre and 1730, when their pro- 
perty was part of that which was set 


aside to be in the Town of Wilm- 
ington. 
In 1713 the “North Precinct,” of 


Reading, also sometimes called the 
“Second Precinct" was set aside for 
the purpose of having a church for 
worship, for those who lived north of 
the Ipswich River. John Harnden 
was elected Clerk of the precinct. 
The Moderator was Sgt. George 
Flint, who lived in what is now North 
Reading. 

By 1720 there were 39 members in 
the second church, among whom 
were John Harnden, Benjamin 
Harnden and Benjamin Harnden, 
Jr. Also listed were Daniel Gooing 
(Gowing) and Francis Nurse, grand- 
son of Rebecca Nurse of Danvers. 

Small pox, a disease which killed 
many in those days was prevelant in 
Reading in 1720, and especially so, it 
was recorded, in the Second 
Precinct. Later the Second Precinct, 
in 1727, was subjected to a “terrible 
earthquake.” 

It was in that year that Benjamin 
seems to have attained the rank of 
Lfeutenant, in the Trained Band 
(militia), He was so called from 1727 
to his death in 1740. 

John was elected a sglectmen of 
Reading in 170¢ and again in 1710. 
Benjamin was elected selectman in 
1713 and 1719. In 1722 John was 
elected Deacon of the Second 
Church. He died in 1727 

Elizabeth had died in 1734. The 
death of her husband Benjamin in 
1740 seems to have left no heirs for 
the house in which they lived 
presumably the old home of Richard 
and Mary Harnden. 

Someone must have occupied it 
Eventually, it was owned by Ben: 
jamin Harnden, the son of the se 
cond John, but this was in later 
years. John (Deacon John) and 
Sarah (the second wife) were pro: 
bably living in the new home built 
about 1706. He died in 1727 

It would seem that the Deacon 
John house was taken over by his 
son John, he who had married Mary 
Jaquith, of what is now Aldrich 
Road, Wimington. 

John and Mary, like the first John 
and Mary, were to have tragedy 
strike their family 

In 1737 small pox (or some other 
disease) struck the people of Wilm: 
ington. Capt. and Mrs. Samuel 
Walker lost three children. The 
family of John and Mary Harnden 
lost four, one of whom was named 
John. He would have been the third 
of that name. 

But there were still four sons and 
two daughters in that family to live 
and perpetuate the family 

Joseph, the oldest, married Esther 
Pierce of Wilmington. He died in the 
lines in Cambridge, 1775. Three 
daughters, Molly 1761, seems to

The fourth John, born in 1738, was 
the man who would fight at Concord 
with the Minutemen and in com 
mand of a company at Bunker Hill 
He was known as Captain John, a 
name that he well earned. Born in 
1738, he married Ruth Pierce of 
Wilmington in 1768. 

By that time he had already at 
tained the rank of Captain in the 
militia, He was known as Captain 
John for over 40 years in Wilm 
ington, and while he served in the 
legislature. He was a sage and wise 
man. 

Joshua became, it may be said, 
the best known Harnden. It was his

Joshua, born in 1740, married 
Sarah Cornell, a Wilmington girl, in 
1763. He has descendants in 
Reading. There were six children in 
the family, all of whom married 
Joshua became Lieutenant in 1778, 
and later a Major, and finally a Col 
onel 

Benjamin was the fourth of the 
sons of the fourth John and Mary 
Harnden to serve during the Revolu: 
tion, Born in 1744, he married Han 
nah Kidder of Tewksbury. He died in 
1836, in the old homestead, at the age 
of 91, and his wife died three years 
later, also 91

The vote 
was made in its meeting Monday 
December 5 

The vote followed a discussion that 
lasted one and a half hours, most of 
which was with Fred Barker of Mar- 
cia Jean Drive, Barker is an 
engineer with the Massachusetts

Daley reminded the board that 
Tewksbury gets its water from 
several sources. He wants to be 
sure, he said, that any program was

The start-up costs, he later 
remarked are $65,000, fully funded 
by the grant. The state supplies 
equipment and materials. 

‘The board will possibily sign the 
order at their next meeting. Then it 
must be advertised and the 90 day
